In one of the publica- 
tions of the United States naval college 
for the benefit of American naval com- 
manders the statue of the question of 
mines and torpedoes is thus summarized; 

“It may be affirmed that the use of 
mines is a legitimate means of hostilities 
as between belligerents. This position 
does not imply that mines may be used at 
will, without regard to those not con- 
cerned in the war. 

“It is generally admitted that the bel- 
ligerent jurisdiction is the proper area 
for hostilities. Within this area, there 
fore, there may be a greater freedom of 
use of mines. The sole restriction here 
should be that the mines should be under 
control; that is, the belligerents should 
be able to contro] the mines in such a way 
that they ghould not imperil the neutral 
or the bel ent might keep the neutral 
from or guide him through the mined 
area. The use of mines should be con- 
fined strictly to military operations and 
areas and the perils should got extend to 
innocent neutrals.”’

His statements are 
simply a graphic elaboration of what 
Winston Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, told the country in the house of 
commons a few weeks ago. 


Germany Also Building Warships. 
' When the war began the ratio of Brit- 
ish and German @readnaughts, roughly, 
was as 3 to 20—completed, floating “‘ cap- | 
ital ships.” Germany is building new 
war craft day and night, too, but at the 
end of 1915, according to Mr. Churchill, 
‘and presupposing no dreadnaught losses 
on either side in the meantime, England 
will have 46 and Germany, let us say, 25. 
England will not only have completed 
the eleven big new battle-ships and battle 
cruisers (all’ of the dreadnaught type) 
which it had on the stocks when war 
broke out, but it will.have *‘ comman- 
deered '' two Turkish and two Chilean 
dreadnaughts, which were approaching 
compiction in British dock yards. 

Along with fifteen new “ capital 
ships*’ England is building the corre- 
sponding supplementary fleet of light 
cruisers, destroyers, and submarines. 
Her dock yards are performing wonders 
in respect of quick work. Altogether, as 
set forth in the opening paragraph of this 
column England's new fleet will be com- 
mensurate in battle effectiveness with the 
naval forces Uncle Sam could today fling 
into the breach.

The Socialist Muenchenpost says: 
“ The wish of the German people for a 
Speedy peace is accompanied by a firm 
resolve to fight until the enemy also is 
desirous of peace.

OF MAXIM GORKY 


Salt-Exled Socialist Given the 
Freedom of Russia: Several 
Times In Prison, 


PETROGRAD, Feb. 21.—The prosecu- 
tion instituted against Maxim Gorky, the 
author, geveral years ago for his socialis- 
tic and anti-government propaganda, 
which necessitated his self-exile for sev- 
eral years, hae been abandoned defi- 
nitely. 

Maxim Gorky’s restoration te the good 
graces of the Russian government comes 
after a long period of years, duling 
which he was at odds with the author- 
ities. He returned to Ruaesia about a 
year ago, after eight years of exile, 

Gorky Refused Amnesty. | 

Gorky was included in an ammesty con- 
ceded by Emperor Nicholas in 1018, but 
declined to avail himself of it, and did not 
return to his native lend until failing 
health and a longing to see his country 
caused him to come back. 

The career of the realistic novefist and 
revolutionary propagendist, has been a 
stormy one almost since his birth im 1868. 
He was the son of a poor upholseterer. 
Left an orphan at 5 years, he ran away 
from the man to whom he wae appren- 
ticed and thereafter shifted for himself. 


- Several Times in Prison. 

M. Gorky has been imprisoned several 
times on account of his alleged seditious 
utterances. In 1906 he was charged by 
the Russian government with fomenting 
anti-Ruessian revolutionary movements 
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abroad, and in 1900, when he was living’ 


in Italy, his arrest was ordered by the 
Russian government. 

He was suffering from tuberculosis 
when he returned to Russia, but later 
was said to have recovered. Last Sep- 
tember it was reported that he was serv- 
ing as a private with the Russian army 
in Galicia,

The 
interests of women are so complicated I 
should hesitate to forecast the result on 
Tuesday. 


Mrs, Trout Won’t Tell.

Mrs. Challoner Stands No 
Show Among “Call Me 
Darling” Debaters. 


SCORN DOCTOR’S 0. K. 


Several years ago Charles Darwin 
enunciated the theory of evolution. it 
remained for Mrs. Miriam Kingsley B. 
} Challoner, “‘ exponent of the doctrine of 
the new time,” to appreciate the full value 
of the discovery. Mrs. Challoner spoke 
last night before the Open Forum in the 
Masonic temple. : 

If you are “ evoluting”’ properly, the 
speaker said, there is no reason why you 
should not live forever. It is. merely a 
matter of ‘‘ cultivating your protoplas- 
mic celle so they will blossom and come to 
fruitage.’" Moreover, a proper. grasp on 
the principle of evolution will solve every 
problem and “ banish ignorance and dis- 
ease." 

Must Evolute More. 

“To get more we must evolute more,” 
said Mrs.’Chalioner. “ The aim of evolu- 
tion is apt to get en rayport with the 
forces that mean life amd vitality. Creed- 
igm says that men must die and suffer 
eternal torture. Evolution means the de- 
‘velopment, of society with the minimum 
Gost and the maximum quality to the end 
that all may live indefinitely.” 

Eugenics also will play a part in this 
millennium in the opinion of the speaker. 
She said “‘a royai good mother must be 
a royal good woman, and it is no easy task 
when there is nothing to hug except the 
cook stove.”

A man in the audience took exception to 
this. 

“T’d rather have a love marriage than 
a eugenic marirage,”” he averred. “If it

URGES CHANGES 
INSTATE’S LAWS

40 Recommendations in Potts’ 
Report to Dunne; Some Radl- 
cal Requests Made, 


Springfield, Ill, Feb. 21.—Forty recom- 
mendations for legislation affecting in- 
surance companies doing business in IIli- 
nois and the state ineurance department 
are made in a report submitted to Gov. 
Dunne by Rufus M. Potts, state super- 
intendent of insurance, which was made 
public today. 

The recommendations include some 
radical changes in the state’s system of 
treating the insurance business, principal 
of which is an urgent appeal for a state 
system of fire insurance. _ 

Supt. Potts recommends the creation 
of a commission to investigate the af- 
fairs of insurance companies, prepara- 
tory to the state’s embarking in the busi- 
ness, and proposes that in the meantime 
the Sate shall assume supervisory pow- 
ers over fire sneuannes rates charged in 
the state. 


Would End Combinations. 

The recommendations also include a 
prohibition of any agreement or combi- 
nation among companies for the estab- 
lishment of uniform rates: recommends a 
standard form of policy, an insurance 
limit of 85 per cent of the value of the 
property insured, and the abolishment of 
underwriters’ agencies. 

The tnsurance superintendent sugzests 
that the scope of the proposed investi- 
gation would be greatly extended and 
additional evidence procured through a 
legislative investigating committee, 
which cculd secure valuable evidence un- 
attainable by him. The report Continues 
as follows: 

“Public interest, however, dni 
immediate relief against present oppres- 
sive insurance practices and extortion- 
ate premium rates, and this should not 
under any circumstances be deferred 
during the considerable period of tinie 
which must n-cessarily elapse until the 
adoption of a system of state fire insur- 
ance. 


Recommendations of Potts. 

“I therefore recommend that a law be 
enacted as early as porsible during the 
present session, providing immediate re- 
lief regarding the following matters: 

*‘ First—The creation of a commission 


consisting of three members appointed | 


by the governor for gencral contro! and 
supervision over all fire eee busi- 
ness. ; 

* Second—It should be Situesa by 
law that fire insurance premium rates 
must be just and reasonable. The fire 
insurance commission should be given 
full power and: contro! over premium 
rates and businese practices of the com- 


| panies. 


“ Third—There ands be a stringent

New York City, where a course is being 
conducted in the high schools under the 
supervision of the director of the New 
York department of education. 

The purpose of the plan is to acquaint 


' the pupils with the nontechnical side of 


the business. The following topics are 
treated by life insurance experts: “ The 
purpose of Life Insurance,” “‘ The Theory 
of Life Insurance,” “The Business of 
Life Insurance,” “ The Fundamentals of 
‘Life Insurance,” “ Life Ineurance Com- 
pared to Other Kinds of Business.” 
The course has proved popular. At 

some of the lectures as many as 2,000 
have been present. At the close of each 
lecture an opportunity is given for ask- 
ing questions, and this feature of the 
course has been most beneficial. A eur 


' vey of the results has brought out the fact 


that many of these pupils have given the 
home folks a new msight into the pro- 
tection offered by life insurance policies. 


' Status of New Mutuals. 

The plan by which two of the largest 
life insurance companies, the Prudential 
and Metropolitan Life, have become mu- 
tualized and their capital stock retired, 
has presented many angies of interest to 
life insurance men. » 

Both companies have been nonpartici- 
pating in that the profits went to the 
stockholders. Although voluntarily divi- 
dends have been paid to industrial policy- 
holders, there has been no lega! obligation 
on the companies to do this Now that 
both companies are on the mutual plan, 
all their policies become participating and 


_ policyholders will be entitled to have re- 


funds paid if there are earnings. Natur- 
ally the nonparticipating rates were con- 
siderably lower than the participating 
tates in the mutual companies. 

Both companies have announced that 
there will be no increase in their premitm 
rates. This makes their rates lower than 
the usual! mutual company at first hand, 
although the dividends paid by other mu- 
tual companies bring the net cost as low 
as these two companies. 


Dividends Now in Question. 

The question now comes up as to what 
dividends these two companies can pay 
that will bring their net cost still lower. 
One company, the Union Centra! Life, al- 
ready has decreased itsrates. Asa gen- 
eral rule, however, the life ‘meurance com- 
panies do nct feel that the situation is 
much changed. 

It is not thought that either the Metro- 
polan or Prudential will disturb their 
»resent surplus funds for the purpose of 
paying dividends. The precent surplus 
will be maintained, it is underetood, asa 
protection: for policyholders, and divi- 
dendes wil! be paid from earnings that will 
be made in the future. 

President Dryden of the Prudential an- 
nmounces that the first distribution of divi- 
dends will be allowed to holders of old 
policies, although most of them are non- 
participating, and ere not cal'ed for by 
their policy contracts. On industrial poli- 
cies the company proposes to pay divi- 
dends not later than five years from date 
of issue and annually thereafter. On in- 
termediate and ordinary policies dividends 
will be paid not later than two years from 
Cate of issue and annually thereafter. 


Dividends Depend on Earnings. 

The amount of dividends paid by these 
two companies, of course, will depend on 
the earnings. In comparison with mutual 
companies that charge higher rates, the 
participations will be small, as the orig- 
ina! rates of the two companies are small- 
er. The test will come in the actual net 
cost. The officials of other companies 
have taken the premium rate subject un- 
der consideration and see no occasion for 
uneasiness. Both the Prudential and 
Metropolitan Life are conservative insti- 
tutions and so far have given no indica- 
tion of taking any action that will bring 
into the field acute competition. 

The net cost of life insurance today is a8 
low as it ever was and in some respects 
Jower, because more is being given for 
the money in the way of provisions in the 
contract. This is rather significant in 
view of the high cost of living seen inoth- 


er directions.

Everybody in Chicago should read carefully the statements of 
Chicago banks which are published several times a year. These 
statements are official records pf the condition of the banks to 
which the people can easily refer and the statements are printed in 
such form that they are intelligible to every one. Banks are, in 2 
way, public servants—they can only do business by getting deposits 
from the public and they depend on the public for their existence. 
It is important, therefore, that their statements should 
studied as a matter of business information. 4 tds 
are important parts of outlying 
business and they are the exponents, in a great measure, of neigh- 
borhood development and progress. Ten years ago Chicago had 
but a handful of these banks which were under State or National. 
In those days these were private banks, many of 
which have since failed and caused the people of this community a 
loss of many millions of dollars. Today we have nearly a hundred 
outlying banks all under State or National supervision, many of 
them under Chicago Clearing House supervision, and all of them 
working intelligently for the progress and growth of the neighbor- 
hoods in which they are located and for the growth of Chicago. 

Every statement made by these banks is therefore important to | 
the people. Those who are interested in business, in property, in 
investments in districts outside the loop should be especially inter- 
lested in these statements published from time to time. Not to read 
and study them is a business omission. The work of these banks 
is important—they are making building loans, selling Chicago mort- 
gages, conducting Savings departments and operating Safe Deposit 
vaults, They are doing a commercial banking business in the dis- 
tricts in which they are located and thus are aiding in local business 


The statements at this call show generally a big increase in 
deposits and a strong condition all around. Many banks show very 
large increases since the November statement. Among these are the 
Peoples Stock Yards State Bank with an increase in deposits of 
$340,000, the Franklin Trust with an increase of about $300,000 in 
deposits and over $240,000 in cash resources, the Stockmen’s Trust 
and Savings with an increase in deposits of $303,000, and the Wood- 
lawn Trust with a gain of about $135,000. On the North Side the 
Sheridan Trust shows a large gain, its increase in deposits since 
last call being over $111,000. The North Avenue State shows a 
$34,000 increase. On the West side the Garfield Park State Savings 
shows an $83,000 gain in deposits, the Mechanics and Traders a 
gain of $67,000, and the West Town shows a deposit gain and an 
increase of over $33,000 in cash resources. Among other banks 
showing gains in deposits are Hyde Park State $83,000, Citizens 
Trust $45,000, Drexel State $37,000, Liberty Trust $29,900, and the
